When you walk into Hope Post 


Office and hear the pocp-pcc}< of 
'thousands of baby chicks — you 
know its Spring. 


•How's Ihis for a ca.-;c of mis- 


represenlalion? 


As the week-end clossd Stale Sen- 
ator F. C. Crow, of Hope, Hemp- 
stead county, an area ruled "dry" 
by local option, inlroduced 
and 


passed through the Arkansas Sen- 
ate a bill to levy a tax of 2o cents 
a gallon on whisky lo construcl 
buildings for counly, ciislrici and 
state livestock shows. 


Whether you arc a prohibitionist. 


ex-liquor dealer, livestock man, or 
•jusl plain Mr. John Citizen, you are 


bound lo think of this a-; a shame- 
ful bill. A community which voted 
liquor out turns around and asks 
olher communities to Keep on sell- 
ing it and taxing it so thai we can 
get dishonestly the very money we 
iwoudn't accept legally! 
This is just another example of 


the peculiar morality behind slat- 
ulory prohibilion — which delivers 
an exalled call lo outlaw liquor 
sales on election day but sternly 
resists any suggestion that the tax 
iOot from disgraceful "wot" aieas 
ue cul off from Ihe local treasury. 


I don't understand what Senator 


Crow was thinking about when he 
introduced his bill, but anybody 
wilh a homo address in "dry" lerri- 
tory has no license to preach about 
cither Ihc lax rate on liquor or how 
the proceeds shall be dislribuled. 
A thoughtful man would have con- 
sidered this before getting to his 
foot, in the senate chamber.

There are a few instances in which milk is being sold in the City 
by persons who do not possess a Grade A or Prastuerizing Permit.

The law requires that every home located within three hundred 
feet of a sewer line must connect with such line. Since materials 
are now available the Council feels that this law should be strictly 
enforced. If you have not hooked on, please do so immediately. 


We recently called the public's attention to the law prohibiting 
the burning cf any type of trash in the streets. May we again call 
this to your attention because we need your help to protect our 
streets and storm sewers. 


The trash-hauling fees paid by business firms will be revised by 
the Council at its next meeting, March 15. Some of them may be 
increased.
